Hastert takes responsibility 
in scandal, but wont resign 

WASHINGTON | The House ethics commit- 
tee opened an expansive investigation into 
the unfolding page sex scandal Thursday, 
approving nearly four dozen subpoenas for 
witnesses and documents as House Speaker 
Dennis Hastert held his ground against pres- 
sure to resign. 

“I’m deeply sorry this has happened and 
the bottom line is we’re taking responsibil- 
ity,” said Hastert, R-Ill. “Ultimately, the 
buck stops here,” the speaker said of the 
controversy enveloping the House, former 
Republican Rep. Mark Foley of Florida and 
the page program, a venerable institution 
almost as old as the Congress itself. 

Hastert abruptly changed the tactics he 
has followed since the scandal broke last week 
in the wake of the disclosures and Foley’s 
resignation. As recently as Wednesday, the 
speaker blamed Democrats for the scandal 
and insisted he had done nothing wrong. 

“Could we have done it better? Could the 
page board have handled in better? In ret- 
rospect, probably yes,” Hastert said. 

He said he expected to win re-election to 
an 11th term in the House. “And when we do

Poll comes as GOP 
leaders fend off latest 
in a year of controversy 

WASHINGTON I In yet another hurdle 
for Republicans, the scandals that 
have dogged Congress for the past 
year are prominent in the minds of 
many voters who say corruption will 
significantly influence their vote in 
November. 

With midterm elections less than 
five weeks away, the latest Associated 
Press -Ipsos poll found that about 
half of likely voters say disclosures of 
corruption and scandal in Congress 
will be very or extremely important 
when they enter the voting booth. 

About two out of three said 
they would cast their ballots for 
Democrats in House races, further 
complicating the political landscape 
for Republicans already struggling 
against negative perceptions. 


The poll was conducted this week 
as House Republican leaders came 
under increasing pressure to explain 
what they knew of sexually explicit 


messages from former Rep. Mark 
Foley of Florida to teenage pages.

WASHINGTON! Deer probably spread 
a brain- destroying illness called 
chronic wasting disease through 
their saliva, concludes a study 
that finally pins down a long- sus- 
pected culprit. 

The key was that Colorado 
researchers tested some special 
deer. Chronic wasting disease is 
in the same family of fatal brain 
illnesses as mad cow disease and its 
human equivalent. There is no evi- 
dence that people have ever caught

chronic wasting disease from infect- 
ed deer or elk. 

But CWD is unusual because, 
unlike its very hard-to -spread rela- 
tives, it seems to spread fairly easily 
from animal to animal. 

Scientists were not sure how, pri- 
marily because studying large wild 
animals is a logistical nightmare. 

So Colorado State University 
researcher Edward Hoover turned 
to fawns hand-raised indoors in 
Georgia, which has not experi- 
enced chronic wasting disease.

Pa. community holds 
funerals for four girls 
shot in schoolhouse 

GEORGETOWN, PA. I Scores of 
horse-drawn buggies from across 
the Pennsylvania countryside clip- 
clopped past the home of the school- 
house gunman to a windswept, hill- 
top graveyardThursday as the Amish 
buried four of the girls who were 
fatally shot in their classroom. 

In a doleful scene, hundreds of 
Amish stood near a huge mound of 
earth for the brief graveside services. 
The daylong series of three funeral 
processions took the coffins past the 
home of Charles Carl Roberts IV, the 
32 -year- old milk truck driver who 
laid siege Monday to the girls’ one- 
room schoolhouse in an attack so 
traumatic that the building may 
soon be razed to obliterate the 
memories. 

Pennsylvania state troopers 
cleared the way for up to four dozen 
buggies, including black carriages 
carrying the hand- sawn wooden 


coffins of 7-year- old Naomi Rose 
Ebersol, then 13 -year- old Marina 
Fisher, then sisters Mary Liz Miller, 
8, and Lena Miller, 7. The funeral for 
the fifth girl, Anna Mae Stoltzfus, 
12, was scheduled for Friday. 

The killer’s widow was invited to 
one of the funerals Thursday, accord- 


ing to a Roberts family member. But 
it was not known if she attended. 

The girls, in white dresses 
made by their families, were laid 
to rest in graves dug by hand in a 
small burial ground bordered by 
cornfields and a white rail fence.

Child Pom Charges 
Against Karr Dropped 


Former suspect in 
JonBenet case released 
for lack of evidence 

SANTA ROSA, CALIF. | A judge dis- 
missed child pornography charges 
Thursday against former JonBenet 
Ramsey murder suspect John Mark 
Karr after prosecutors said they 
didn’t have enough evidence to 
take the case to trial. 

Sonoma County Superior Court 
Judge Rene Chouteau ordered Karr 
released immediately, bringing an 
end to his two -month odyssey in the 
U.S. criminal justice system after 
he was extradited from Thailand 
on suspicion of killing the 6 -year- 
old beauty queen. 

Karr, 41, was returned to 
California last month to face the 
five -year- old pornography case 
after DNA evidence cleared him of 


killing the girl in 1996. 

The misdemeanor pornography 
case fell apart almost as quickly, as 
investigators admitted losing vital 
computer evidence that was seized 
from Karr in April 2001 when he 
was working as a 
substitute teach- 
er in Sonoma and 
Napa counties. 

Defense law- 
yers tried twice 
unsuccessfully 
to get the charges 
dismissed before 
prosecutors dropped the case. 

Prosecutors acknowledged that 
if Karr were convicted he would not 
have served any additional time in 
jail, because he spent several months 
behind bars awaiting trial in 2001. 
They said they were seeking to 
have him register as a sex offender.

Idaho Officials 
Blame Spinach 
For Boy’s Death 

BOISE, IDAHO I A 2-year-old boy 
who died from kidney failure last 
month had been infected with the 
same strain of E. coli bacteria that 
prompted a nationwide consumer 
warning on fresh spinach and sick- 
ened at least 192 people. 

Kyle Allgood was the second con- 
firmed death in the outbreak, which 
also killed a Wisconsin woman. 

“This confirms what we sus- 
pected for quite some time,” said 
Ross Mason, a spokesman for the 
Idaho Department of Health and 
Welfare. 

The boy, who would have turned 
3 in December, died Sept. 20 in 
Salt Lake City after developing a 
type of kidney failure caused by E. 
coli. Health officials had to wait for 
the results of genetic testing on the 
E. coli to determine whether his 
illness was from fresh spinach.

WTC Beams Get 
Temporary Home 


Cross-shaped remnant 
of twin towers moved 
for excavation at site 

NEW YORK I Workers on Thursday 
began removing the cross -shaped 
steel beams that were left standing 
in the rubble of the World Trade 
Center five years ago, and prepared 
to move them to a temporary home 
at a nearby church. 

The 20 -foot-tall artifact was dis- 
covered in the smoking ruins two 
weeks after the Sept. 11, 2001, ter- 
rorist attacks and became a symbol 
for recovery workers, family and later 
construction crews at the site. 

It will be moved to the exterior 


wall of nearby St. Peter’s Church dur- 
ing construction at the trade cen- 
ter site. The World Trade Center 
Memorial Foundation has said it 
plans to include the cross as part 
of its memorial or inside the Sept. 
11 museum. 

The steel beams were once part 
of World Trade Center 6, one of the 
smaller buildings in the 16 -acre 
complex. 

“We are all anxious for some type 
of God’s presence,” said the Rev. 
Brian Jordan, who dedicated it. 

The World Trade Center site is 
being excavated to make way for 
construction of the planned 1,776- 
foot-tall Freedom Tower, museum 
and other office buildings, ap) 


FDA OKs More Flu Vaccine Doses 


WASHINGTON | A fifth seasonal flu 
vaccine gained federal approval 
Thursday, further boosting the 
record levels of doses available for 
the upcoming influenza season. 

The Food and Drug 
Administration said it approved 
FluLaval in part by relying on safety 
data from Canada, where the vaccine 
has been available since 2001. 


The Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention estimate there will 
be about 115 million doses of vaccine 
for the 2006-07 flu season. 

The vaccine is made by Id 
Biomedical Corp. and owned by 
GlaxoSmithKline, which hopes to 
combine stocks of FluLaval with its 
Fluarix vaccine to provide roughly 25 
million to 27 million doses, (ap)

LONDON 

World Powers Set to Confer 
On Iran’s Nuclear Activity 

The U.S., Britain, France, Germany, 
China and Russia will confer Friday 
in London to assess Iran’s defiant 
refusal to suspend uranium enrich- 
ment. They are expected to refer the 
nuclear case to the U.N. Security 
Council for talks next week on 
possible sanctions, diplomats said 
Thursday. Russia’s Foreign Minister 
Sergey Lavrov, however, said he 
believes it is too soon to impose 
sanctions on Iran, (ap) 

PORT HARCOURT, NIGERIA 

Military Deploys After 
Ambush in Oil-Rich South 

Troops launched a search-and-res- 
cue mission Thursday for Nigerian 
soldiers missing after militants 
ambushed a military-escorted 
supply convoy in 
the oil-rich south, 
and the president 
called an emer- 
gency meeting 
with security 
chiefs. President 
Olusegun Oba- 
sanjo met with 
military chiefs in the capital, Abuja, 
to plot a response to days of attacks, 
officials said, (ap) 

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN 

NATO Takes Control of 
All Troops in Afghan Mission 

NATO extended its security mission 
Thursday to all of Afghanistan near- 
ly five years after the West began its 
war to defeat the Taliban, taking 
command of 12,000 U.S. troops in 
the war-battered country’s east. The 
handover diminishes the Pentagon’s 
role in Afghanistan and gives the 
Europe -based military alliance its 
biggest test yet. (ap) 

LA PAZ, BOLIVIA 

Minors Clash Ovor Accoss 
To Tin Rosorvo, Killing 4 

A confrontation between state - 
employed and independent min- 
ers over access to a large vein of tin 
in Bolivia’s Oruro region has left at 
least four dead and more than two 
dozen injured, according to officials 
of a miners’ union involved in the 
clash. (AP) 



Iraqi Leaders to End Disputes 


On visit to Baghdad, 
Rice tells government 
to resolve differences 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ | U.S. Secretary of 
State Condoleezza Rice warned 
Iraqi leaders on Thursday they have 
limited time to settle their differ- 
ences and that the escalating waves 
of violence are intolerable. 

On a surprise visit to Baghdad, 
Rice also insisted the Bush admin- 
istration has been honest with 
Americans about the costs and 
stakes in Iraq. 

“This is really hard going,” Rice 


told reporters during her stop in the 
Iraqi capital. “Not only do I believe 
that the president has been clear 
with the American people that 
this is a struggle, he’s been clear 
with the American people why he 
thinks it’s a struggle that needs to 
be waged.” 

After meetings in the Mideast 
with Arab and Israeli leaders, the 
top U.S. diplomat came to Iraq to 
tell sometimes squabbling leaders 
they have a short window to resolve 
disputes that she said are spurring 
sectarian and insurgent violence. 

While killings among Iraqis have 
not abated, American casualties also

have spiked recently. 

Car bombs killed four people 
and wounded 28 in Baghdad on 
Thursday. At least 21 U.S. soldiers 
have died since Saturday; most 
were in Baghdad amid a massive 
security operation by U.S. and 
Iraqi forces. 

Rice met with Prime Minister 
Nouri al-Maliki and other offi- 
cials as the sectarian cycle of 
revenge killings between Shiites 
and Sunnis threatened to under- 
mine his government. Shiite and 
Sunni parties in al-Maliki’s coali- 
tion accuse each other of backing 
militias, anne gearan (ap)

U.N. Force in Lebanon Takes Shape 


Peacekeepers grow in 
number, stirring fears 
of Hezbollah face-off 

BEIRUT, LEBANON I The U.N. peace- 
keeping force in south Lebanon 
is set to reach half-strength by 
mid- October, two months after a 
Hezbollah-Israeli cease-fire. 

But as Turkey prepares to send 
engineers and Germany dispatches 
warships, the U.N.’s announcement 
of a more -robust policy to use force, 
if necessary, has raised concerns the 
peacekeepers could face tensions 


with Hezbollah. 

Recent deployments will bring 
the force strength, currently at 
5,200 troops, to 8,000. The U.N. 
cease-fire resolution authorized 
the force to reach a maximum of 
15,000. 

So far, UNIFILhas encountered 
no problems deploying to help the 
Lebanese army establish a large buf- 
fer zone free of unauthorized weap- 
ons from the Israeli border to the 
Litani River, which at its farthest 
point is 18 miles away. 

But as the U.N. builds up, some 
worry the more -robust force and its 


declared willingness to use force 
if necessary will cause more ten- 
sions with Hezbollah. The militant 
group insists its guerrillas are still 
ready and armed along the Israeli 
border. 

UNIFIL says its troops are in 
Lebanon as peacekeepers and do 
not aim to disarm Hezbollah, which 
Bred about 4,000 rockets on Israel 
during the 34 - day war. 

“We’re a peacekeeping force,” 
Ivanko said. “Our priority is to 
defuse potential hostile situations 
without the use of force. But we have 
the means to use it.” (ap) 


‘Warning’ 
Issued to 
N. Korea 

Seoul, Moscow push 
Pyongyang to halt 
plan for nuclear test 

SEOUL, SOUTH KOREA I The presi- 
dent of South Korea reportedly 
ordered his government to send 
a “grave warning” to North Korea 
about the consequences of a nuclear 
test, and Russia said it was trying 
to dissuade Pyongyang from con- 
ducting it. 

Amid the rising tensions, Japan’s 
Kyodo News agency said a U.S. 
military plane capable of detect- 
ing radiation took off from south- 
ern Japan, believed to be part of 
U.S. efforts to monitor for signs of 
a North Korean test. 

South Korean President Roh 
Moo-hyun huddled in Seoul with 
his top security adviser and ordered 
his government to send the “grave 
warning” to North Korea about the 
consequences of a test, Yonhap news 
agency reported. 

In Poland, Russian Foreign 
Minister Sergey Lavrov said 
Moscow was trying to dissuade 
North Korea from testing a nucle- 
ar weapon. “We must do everything 
so that that doesn’t happen,” Lavrov 
said at a news conference, (ap)

U.N. Chief Sounds 
Alarm on Darfur 


Annan warns of rise 
in violence, limited 
humanitarian access 

UNITED NATIONS I Darfur is creep- 
ing ever closer to catastrophe, 
with rape and violence on the 
rise, U.N. Secretary- General Kofi 
Annan said in a report Thursday, 
as Sudan warned that any nation 
offering troops for a future peace- 
keeping force on its territory would 
be committing a “hostile act.” 

In the report to the Security 
Council, Annan said a May peace 
deal was not being followed, and 
that humanitarian access is at its 
lowest level since 2004. Sudan’s 
armed forces, as well as rebel fac- 
tions and the militias, continue 
to violate international human 
rights law and humanitarian law 
with impunity, he said. 

A key stumbling block to the 
peace so far has been President 


Omar al-Bashir’s rejection of an 
August Security Council resolution 
that would allow the U.N. to take 
control of and significantly expand 
a peacekeeping force in Darfur, run 
so far by the African Union. 

In a letter sent to several nations 
on Tuesday but disclosed Thursday, 
al-Bashir’s government took aim at 
any country that might be consider- 
ing troops for a potential force. 

“In the absence of Sudan’s 
consent to the deployment of U.N. 
troops, any volunteering to provide 
peacekeeping troops to Darfur will 
be considered as a hostile act, a 
prelude to an invasion of a mem- 
ber country of the U.N.,” the let- 
ter said. 

The sharp words in the letter 
prompted the U.S. to convene an 
emergency meeting of the U.N. 
Security Council. U.S. Ambassador 
John Bolton called the document an 
unprecedented rebuff to the coun- 
cil. NICK WADHAMS (AP)

Heavy Fine in Tree-Ciearing Case 


Md. county rules that 
nearly 2 acres of land 
have to be reforested 

WASHINGTON I A Silver Spring, Md., 
land owner who cut down trees to 
build a house now owes fines totaling 
more than the cost of the land. 

The county planning board decid- 
ed Thursday to fine Anthony Mereos 
more than $62,000 plus the cost of 


restoring the nearly two acres of land 
cleared of trees in Dickerson. 

County officials said reforesting 
the land could cost between $11,000 
and $13,000 per acre, adding more 
than $20,000 to the fine. 

“He has no ability to pay it what- 
soever,” attorney Shawn Whittaker 
said of his client, who is a storeroom 
clerk at a grocery store and has three 
children. “Right now we’re explor- 
ing two options. One is an appeal. 


one is bankruptcy.” 

Mereos was found responsible for 
the trees despite his contention that 
he did not cut them down. The plan- 
ning board said neighbors came for- 
ward with complaints that Mereos 
was clearing the land, which he pur- 
chased for $65,000 last year. 

Mereos received approval to buM 
a single-family home from the county 
and oral approval from the Maryland 
Department of the Environment, 


according to his attorney. But the 
county’s Forest Conservation Law 
requires additional approvals for the 
clearing of land larger than 40,000 
square feet. Mereos’ land is 83,145 
square feet. 

Whittaker said the county is 
using his client to set a stern exam- 
ple after some procedural irregu- 
larities were found in a tree- clear- 
ing case involving Redskins owner 
Daniel Snyder, lubnatakruri (ap) 


Mayor Will Ask 
For $75M More 
To Fund Stadium 

WASHINGTON I The city needs an 
extra $75 million in public funds 
to finish building the Washington 
Nationals baseball stadium. Mayor 
Anthony Williams said this week. 

The money is being sought six 
months after the City Council voted 
to cap spending for the ballpark at 
$611 million. The money would be 
used to help pay for parking garages 
on city land just north of the project, 
near the Washington Navy Yard. 

The council included $25 mil- 
lion for parking in the initial bud- 
get, but the mayor says that is not 
enough for a mix of underground 
and aboveground parking that he 
hopes will spur additional develop- 
ment on the site, such as condomini- 
ums, shops and restaurants. 

Mayoral aides said they are 
working on a bill to ask the coun- 
cil to alter the spending cap. (ap)

Tribune Co. Ousts 
L.A. Times Chief 


Publisher had refused 
to make proposed euts 
to newspaper s staff 

CHICAGO I Tribune Co. ousted 
Jeffrey M. Johnson, the publisher 
of its largest newspaper, the Los 
Angeles Times, on Thursday after 
Johnson had refused to make what 
he considered potentially damag- 
ing staff cuts ordered by the media 
conglomerate. 

The parent company named 
David D. Hiller, who has been 
publisher of the Chicago Tribune, 
to succeed Johnson. 

The move follows a highly pub- 
licized show of defiance last month 
by Johnson and Times Editor Dean 
Baquet against the latest proposed 
Tribune cuts, which drew the ire 
of not only Times staffers but also 
those at some of Tribune’s 10 other 
daily newspapers. 

Scott Smith, president of the 
Tribune Publishing division in 


charge of the newspapers, said in 
a statement that he and Johnson 
had agreed on the change “because 
Tribune and Times executives need 
to be aligned on how to shape our 
future.” But it was unclear whether 
the action means Tribune is deter- 
mined to keep the paper or put 
Hiller in place to slash costs and 
make it more attractive in a sale. 

In a Web-posted story, the 
Times reported that Tribune had 
asked Johnson to resign and that 
Hiller was expected to ask Baquet 
to stay, despite the editor’s own pro- 
tests against further job cuts. 

Both Smith and Hiller went out 
of their way to underscore a com- 
mitment to top -quality journalism 
at the Times in separate memos to 
Times staff members. 

But the furor isn’t likely to go 
away unless Tribune backpedals on 
demands to further trim costs at the 
Times. The paper has eliminated 
200 editorial positions in the past 
five years, dave carpenter (ap)

There’s barely enough 
time to yell ‘Action!’ 
for these filmmakers 

Filmmaking has been democra- 
tized. This is not news. An ama- 
teur can cavort with a digital cam- 
era, zap footage onto a computer 
and — sweet fancy Soderbergh — 
make a movie in an afternoon for 
the whole world to see. It’s all done 
with the kind of quick bravado and 
low production values that would 
send Cecil B. De Mille into anaphy- 
lactic shock. 

Timed film contests have mul- 
tiplied across the country since the 
birth of Washington’s 48 Hour Film 
Project, which started in 2001 and 
occurs every May. The project was a 
hit, went on tour and spawned the 
National Film Challenge, which runs 
Oct. 20-23 and is in its fourth year. 

The NFC event — in which 
teams around the world must con- 
ceive, shoot and edit a four- to eight- 
minute film in 72 hours — has so 
far attracted four local teams. 

Their captains are Adams 
Morgan residents Peter Mattson 
and Bobby Koeth III (an editor 
and a teacher, respectively), writ- 
er Anne Brown of Tenleytown and 
management consultant Bob Payne 


of Capitol Hill. 

Mattson plans to fly solo, but the 
other teams consist of around five 
or 10 people, 9-to-5ers by weekday 
and filmmakers by weekend. Stress 
is high, but the creative adrenaline is 
addictive, says Payne, who is the cam- 
era operator for his Fat Cat Films. 

“For me, it’s definitely a rush,” 
Payne says. “When I was a musi- 
cian, I used to get a gig and then 
put a band together to play it, so I 


was always more interested in the 
creation of the thing than getting 
everything right.” 

Brown is the producer for 
Whoretoculture Films, a group of 
seven area residents who’ve weath- 
ered the vagaries ofboth 48 Hour and 
the NFC during the past four years. 

“We’ve shot at a church, and 
there was a wedding,” Brown says. 
“We shot at the Hyatt in Bethesda 
and blew a fuse. We had an actor

last year who sprained his ankle just 
before his scene. But we definitely 
enjoy staying up for 72 hours. It’s 
good to have a deadline.” 

The deadline, while intimi- 
dating, ensures that there will be 
some kind of product, however 
“Ishtar”-ish. 

“It allows filmmakers to throw 
out all the excuses,” says Mark 
Ruppert, who started the NFC 
and executive produces the 48 
Hour Film Project. “You’re given 
a genre, a character, a prop and a 
line of dialogue, and you’ve got to 


come up with something. You can’t 
afford to rewrite 10 times or a shoot 
a scene three different ways.” 

Want to crash the challenge? 
Even if it means skipping work 
that Monday because you’re so ... 
bloody ... tired? Even if you have 
little moviemaking experience? 
Even if you’d likely end up with a 
soundless, nonsensical quasi- com- 
edy that makes “Bio -Dome” look 
like “Vertigo”?” 

There’s still room. As of press 
time, 180 teams from around the 
world had signed up for the NFC, 
leaving space for 70 more. Jump on, 
read the rules, complete the online 
form by Oct. 20 and pay the flat fee 
of $125, which, when split among a 
crew, ain’t that much. 

At 7 p.m. local time on Oct. 20, 
organizers will fire off e-mails 
to assign teams a genre, a char- 
acter, a prop and a line of dia- 
logue that must appear in the 
film. The competition is under- 
way through that Monday, when 
films — sent in on DVD, VHS or 
miniDV — must be postmarked.

The forwards are sure 
to score plenty, but will 
the young D hold up? 

CAPITALS I The Washington Capitals 
shouldn’t have any problems scor- 
ing this year. 

Dainius Zubrus, a center who 
scored a career high 57 points last 
season, will lead the first line. Then 
there’s captain Chris Clark at wing 
(39 points last year) and the addition 
of Richard Zednik (more than 200 
points over the last five years). 

And then, of course, there’s Alex 
Ovechkin, the second-year super- 
star who teammates consistently 
describe as the best player in the 
NHL. You know him. He put up 106 
points last season as a rookie. 

Throw in a few other wings 
like Alexander Semin and Matt 
Pettinger and it starts to get a lit- 
tle crowded on the wing. 

Recognizing this — and realizing

So far, it’s been a learning process. 
But he’s having fun and the coaches 
seem to like him on D (Hanlon calls 
him the “wild card”). 

“I’m going to make mistakes. It’s 
just going to happen. The game is 
too fast and guys are too good,” said 
Clymer, whose Caps get a big test 
early when they open up with the 
defending champion Hurricanes on 
Saturday. “. . . But hockey is a game of 
mistakes. As long as I can cut down 
on them. I’ll be OK.” 

The key may be not just cutting 
down on his mistakes, but also 
helping the other guys cut down 
on theirs as well. Though he’s only 
28 years old, Clymer is a veteran on 
this team of young guys. 

The defense is particularly young, 
with three guys (Steve Emminger, 
Shaone Morrison and Mike Green) 
all 24 years old or younger. 

“The commitment they make 
is that they expect the forwards to 
come back and help out,” goalie Olaf 
Kolzig said. “To offset the inexperi-

Spy Versus Spy 


The Departed’ is 
almost a classic 
Scorsese crime film 

FILM I This is what you want in a 
Martin Scorsese film: beautiful 
editing, brutal violence, overflow- 
ing with life as bodies hit the floor. 


“The Departed” is vintage Scorsese 
— for a while. The director’s made 
two -thirds of a great film about 
Boston cops and mobsters, with 
dazzling performances from a 
stellar cast. 

Leonardo DiCaprio stars as Billy 
Costigan, a Massachusetts police 
detective who’s gone undercover 


to take down crime boss Frank 
Costello (Jack Nicholson, in a tour 
de force). Matt Damon, meanwhile, 
stars as Costello’s protege, Colin 
Sullivan, who’s worked his way up 
the state police ranks. 

The two function in a perfect 
parallel until it starts to become 
clear that Costello’s gang is staying 


one step ahead of the police, even 
while the police seem to know too 
much about Costello’s operations. 

And so Billy and Colin are each 
asked to sniff out the rat. It’s a nice 
touch that the two actors so strongly 
resemble each other, for Billy and 
Colin are two sides of the same coin, 
both trying to escape their lineage of 
South Boston Irish trash, but hav- 
ing chosen opposing routes. 

It’s a clever premise and it can 
be thrilling, but “The Departed” 
is also too long and tends to drag 
just when it should be at its most 
intense. A movie like this should 
grab hold of you and never let go; 
“The Departed” does just that in 
its setup and as the cat-and-mouse 
game begins, with several support- 
ing actors (Mark Wahlberg, Alec 
Baldwin, etc.) infusing the film 
with a brash energy. 

However, the film belongs to 
Nicholson: The part is tailor- 
made for him — bottomless men- 
ace beneath a smile — and it’s a hoot 
to watch him unravel. 

Ultimately, though, what 
began as a classic Scorsese film 
nearly morphs into self-parody, 
with characters literally stand- 
ing around, waiting to get shot in 
the head. 

That’s the problem when you’re 
good at your job: People come to 
expect nothing short of excel-

The man 
who’s responsible for the deaths of 
300,000 Ugandans in the ’70s often 
comes off as an overgrown child. 

Soon Nick’s giving Amin advice 
on policy and media manipulation. 
He likes that — and he likes Amin’s 
beautiful wife (Kerry Washington), 
though their secret relationship pro- 
vides some plot twists that make 
“The Last King of Scotland” a lit- 
tle too implausible as it reaches its 
conclusion. 

“Scotland” is sexy and fun — but, 
mostly, scary as hell, with a hell of 
a performance from an actor who 
has been overlooked. Until

‘Battlestar Galactica’ 
thinks harder than 
any other sci-fi show 

CULT HITS I “Battlestar Galactica” 
(9 p.m., Sci Fi) is a complex space 
opera featuring fleshed- out good 
guys and bad guys, humans and the 
robotic Cylons, who adopt human 
form. It can get confusing. 

And rewarding. For the unini- 
tiated, “Battlestar” concerns an 
ongoing war between humans 
and Cylons. Robots once created 
to do menial chores have evolved 
into a powerful race of brilliant 
Cylons. 

After a sneak attack, humanity 
finds itself all but wiped out and 
driven into space exile. At the end of 
last season. President Laura Roslin 
(Mary McDonnell) was defeated by 
the slick Gains Baltar (James Callis), 
a scientific genius. Roslin suspects 
he’s a Cylon dupe. And she’s right. 

Under Baltar, a group of humans 
settle on an Earthlike planet named 
New Caprica. After a brief period 
of isolated refuge, they are discov- 
ered and attacked by the Cylons. 
Admiral Adama (Edward James 
Olmos) hides the Galactica and 
its small crew in deep space while 
the Cylons install a dictatorial 
regime on New Caprica. But, and 
it is a significant but, the Cylons do 
not annihilate the humans. A more 
moderate regime of deeply religious 
Cylons see it as their duty to bring 
both parties closer to God. 


As the occupation becomes more 
brutal, Baltar becomes the despised 
figurehead of a collaborative gov- 
ernment. But the humans held in 
the greatest contempt are those who 
join the police force of the occupy- 
ing enemy. Some humans fight on 
as violent bomb -throwing insur- 
gents, and in at least one case, as a 
suicide bomber. 

But this isn’t entirely about Iraq. 
“Galactica” taps into a theme cen- 
tral to American culture. We always 
root for the rebel and the underdog 


— from “The Ten Commandments” 
to “Star Wars,” we’re pulling for the 
little guy against Pharaoh’s army, 
against the Deathstar, against the 
Soviet hockey team in the 1980 
Winter Olympics. 

And we can also be certain 
that Adama won’t let the fledgling 
insurgency flounder for long. But 
even after he arrives like the cav- 
alry in the third reel, will that be 
enough? Can humanity endure?

aPRIDAY 

Every now and then a glitch in the 
matrix provides a reprieve from 
snap music and half-naked pop 
tarts. A couple of years ago, John 
Legend topped both urban and 
adult contemporary playlists with 
an emotional ballad that only fea- 
tured piano and vocals. “Ordinary 
People” stamped the artist into the 
public’s consciousness, but he’d been 
on the grind for a while, contribut- 
ing to releases by Slum Village and 
Lauryn Hill and building a follow- 
ing with his live shows. Get a double 
dose of Legend’s gospel-infused soul 
when he plays ZANZIBAR tonight and 
then heads to LOVE to lend some star 
power as the party’s host. 

aSATURDAY 

One of our favorite Oktoberfest 
traditions is the MID-ATLANTIC 
OKTOBERFEST, which takes over the 
streets of Shirlington for an after- 
noon of microbrews and lederhosen. 
It’s one of the area’s largest gather- 
ings of brewers, with more than 30 
brewpubs and regional breweries 
bringing some of their best beers 
— more than 70 different kinds to 
sample in all. Tickets are $20 and 
include all the samples you want; 
the first keg is tapped at noon and 
the party runs until 6 p.m. 

Here’s a D.C. rarity: two bar 
crawls in different parts of town 
on the same day. One is targeted 
at hockey fans excited about see- 
ing “The New Great One” Alex 
Ovechkin and the Washington 
Capitals, while the other is for folks 
who want to help a charity while 


hitting bars downtown. 

Let’s start with the Caps on 
Tap, which offers $2 beers at seven 
Chinatown bars between 1 p.m. and 
7 p.m., plus a ticket to watch the 
Caps take on the Stanley Cup cham- 
pion Carolina Hurricanes. The cost 
is $25, but the ticket’s face value is 
$35, so even if you don’t drink much, 
you still come out ahead. Stops on 
the crawl include R.F.D., LUCKY STRIKE 
and, uh, HOOTERS. Tickets are avail- 
able on the Capitals’ Web site. 

The Cap City Fall Bar Tour, on 
the other hand, is a legendary event. 
Now in its 15th year, the formula 
doesn’t change much: $2 Buds, spe- 
cials on wings, cans of food collect- 
ed at the door for a local charity. It 
kicks off at 1 p.m. at MACKEY’S and 
RUMORS and runs until 9 p.m. Pay 
your $13 cover ($10 if you bring 
two cans of food for Bread for the 
City) and enjoy bars like the FRONT 
PAGE, MCFADDEN’S, PORTER’S and THE 
BLACK ROOSTER, watching games

For two years, Stockholm has 
exemplified an upscale -lite club 
experience: nice space, good- 
looking people, little attitude.

Get wound up with Chuck 
Brown and Sugar Bear for the best 
of the old school and also enjoy the 
L! ssen Band, which bridges the gap 
between the mature styles and what 
the young’uns are doing. 

The Sonic Circuits fest winds 
up at the WAREHOUSE NEXT DOOR. 
Primitive, abrasive noisemakers 
Wolf Eyes headline on an evening 
that also includes performances by 
occasional collaborator John Wiese 
and local, impossible-to-pigeonhole 
group Facemat. It’s also worth not- 
ing that there will be an afternoon 
show at the Warehouse Theater fea- 
turing 73 -year- old Phil Neblock, a 
world-renowned sound artist who 
was making harsh, atonal music 
before many Sonic Circuits per- 
formers were even born.

AL FRANKEN: GOD SPOKE (Unrated, 90 
minutes) This is a sketchy but often enter- 
taining record of satirist Al Franken’s 
campaign to counteract what he sees 
as a right-wing conspiracy of disinfor- 
mation. The movie follows the come- 
dian hosting his left-wing Air America 
radio show, peddling his best-selling 
book “Lies and the Lying Liars Who Tell 
Them” and stumpingfor John Kerry.

THE GUARDIAN (PG-13, 136 minutes 
Kevin Costner plays Senior Chief Ben

opens with a well-crafted, gut-busting 
rescue — followed by an even moreelab- 
orate gut-busting rescue gone wrong. 
Spent and depressed, Randall is asked 
to leave his duty station and repair to “A- 
School,” which is a hard-core training 
program. There his prize pupil and big- 
gest headache is Ashton Kutcher’s Jake 
Fischer. Foraboutan hour, it’sagood lit- 
tlefilm, butitbeginsto overload its frail 
reed of a structure with giant sloppag- 
es of cliches from other movies, some 
so bad it’s almost comical, (sh) 

HALF NELSON (R, 106 minutes) Ryan 
Gosling plays Dan Dunne, a junior high 
school teacher in Brooklyn who tries to 
teach Hegelian dialectics by day, smokes 
crackat night and seemsto becracking 
himself under the pressures of his ide- 
als and a sense of cynicism and futility. 
Thegood news in Dan’s life isa promis- 
ing student, Audrey, played in a revelato- 
ry debut by Shareeka Epps. Nearly every 
scene rings with ragged truth, (ah) 

THE HOUSE OF SAND (R, 115 minutes) 
The Old Testament by way of Gabriel 
Garcia Marquez might be one way to 
start to describe this otherworldly cin- 
ematic journeythathas been lessdirected 
than conjured by AndruchaWaddington. 
This story of a mother and daughter who 
settle in the desert outback of northern 
Brazil in 1910 unfolds in a kind of bru- 
tal, gorgeous dreamscape as Maria 
(Fernanda Montenegro) and daughter 
Aurea (Fernanda Torres) arrive in a god- 
forsaken corner of nowhered. The film 
follows the women’s lives through the 
1960s, during which they befriend a local 
fisherman named Massu (Seu Jorge). 
Visually dazzling, epic in its sweep and 
deeply romantic in its sensibility, this is 
one of those films whose images and 


ideas linger long after the lights come 
on. In Portuguese with subtitles, (ah) 
HOLLYWOODLAND (R, 126 minutes) On 
the night of June 16, 1959, George Reeves, 
the handsome, affablestaroftheTV hit 
“Adventures of Superman,” was found 
with a bullet through his brain in his 
L.A. home. Thisfilm, with Ben Affleck, 
Diane Lane and Adrien Brody, investi- 
gates his death. It reaches no conclu- 
sions but speculates on the possibili- 
ties in an evenhanded way. It’s almost 
a good movie, (sh) 

IDLEWILD (R, 121 minutes) OutKast’s 
Prohibition-era musical shouldn’t 
work, but does. For all its shortcom- 
ings, “Idlewild” has things few films 
can pull off: Moments of purecinemat- 
ic fabulousness, breathtaking dance 
sequences and idiosyncratic 3-D ani- 
mation flourishes, (tw) 

THE ILLUSIONIST (PG-13, 109 minutes) 
Edward Norton plays Eisenheim, an illu- 
sionistwho has becomethetoast of aris- 
tocratic Vienna and is being watched by 
Chief Inspector Uhl (Paul Giamatti). The 
movie then backtracks to Eisenheim’s 
beginnings as a poor boy, his friend- 


ship with a spirited young duchess and 
the downfall of their budding romance. 
The movie is a subtle, eerie augury of the 
cataclysm that lies ahead for Austria as 
well. However, it can’t overcome a fatal 
inertness, (ah) 

AN INCONVENIENT TRUTH (PG, 100 min- 
utes) This documentary follows Al Gore 
on his world tour, in which hewarnsaudi- 
ences that humankind faces dire conse- 
quences if it doesn’t curb carbon diox- 
ide emissions. Although Gore’s pre- 
sentation tells us nothing new, it has 
a renewed potency in light of growing 
scientific consensus about changing 
weather patterns, (dt) 

INVINCIBLE (PG, 99 minutes) Mark 
Wahiberg stars as Vince Papale, who 
in 1976 joined hundreds of Philadelphia 
Eaglesfans in a publicity stunt of an open 
tryout; no one was more surprised than 
Papale himself when he made the cut. 
“Invincible” tells Papale’s story with- 
outfrills. (AH) 

JACKASS: NUMBER TWO (R, 95 minutes) 
Sure, this sequel amounts to wall-to-wall

JESUS CAMP (PG-13, 85 minutes) The 
evangelical summer camp where most of 
this documentary is set is less a church 
retreatthan a Midwestern madrassa, with 
the adult counselors bringing their young 
charges to Christian radicalism by any 
means necessary — joking, cajoling, 
flattering and scaring them. And that, 
thefilm’s subjects might say, is just the 
point. Filmmakers Heidi Ewing and Rachel

Businesses cash in 
on picking up after 
other people’s dogs 

Doug Barnhart was so repulsed by 
the notion of picking up dog poop 
that he hired a service to do it. 

But he is gradually overcoming 
his revulsion now that he’s planning 
to open his own scoop shop later this 
year in Virginia Beach, Va. 

“I’ve been going into my neigh- 
bors’ yards and practicing, steeling 


myself,” Barnhart said. 

Barnhart is starting a franchise 
of Palmyra, Va.-based Doody Calls, 
part of a small but rapidly grow- 
ing niche in the pet- care industry 
focused on pet-waste pickup. 

Doody Calls launched in 2000 
with two University of Virginia 
graduates who picked up dog waste 
on weekends.

all. But Doody Calls and Frisco, 
Texas -based Pet Butler — operat- 
ing in 14 states — introduced the 
franchise concept to the industry 
in 2004 and are adding new loca- 
tions at a steady clip. 

Today, poop-scooping represents 


a fraction of the pet- care services 
industry, which has grown at about 
a 10 percent rate in recent years into 
a $2.7 billion industry, according 
to the American Pet Products 
Manufacturers Association. Baby 
boomers with expendable income 


and empty-nest syndrome have 
helped make the services sector 
the fastest-growing part of the 
pet industry. Much of that growth 
has come from luxury services 
such as doggie day spas and in- 
home day care. 

“It truly is a luxury item when 
you can hire someone to come in 
and clean your yard when you could 
walk out back with a plastic bag and 
gloves and do it yourself,” APPM A 
President Bob Vetere said.

D’Aniello, 29, said that with 40 per- 
cent of American homes owning at 
least one dog, he has found a gold 
mine in all those lawn land mines. 
“If everyone had thought this was 
an awesome idea, it would have been 
done 100 times already,” D’Aniello 
said. “But when 40 percent of the 
population is out there doing some- 
thing they don’t want to do, it’s a 
business opportunity.” 

Prices can vary depending on 
number of dogs and yard size, but 
Doody Calls generally charges $15 a 
week for weekly scooping services. 

John Bright, originally from 
Manchester, England, opened a 
Doody Calls franchise in the famous- 
ly dog-ff iendly city of Alexandria, Va. 
He said the franchise dovetails nice- 
ly with his UK. business, supplying 
and managing pet waste stations in 
public areas like parks.

BRYCE CHITWOOD, president of 
the2002-03 pageclass, was online 
Thursday at washingtonpost.com to 
discuss his lifeand experiences as a 
page forthe House of Representatives. 

How often do pages talk directly 
with most House members not on 
the Page Committee, and with mem- 
bers’ staff? Would other members 
or their staff have had an opportu- 
nity to witness Mark Foley’s inter- 
action with pages or to hear any 
rumors that pages talked about 
among themselves? 

Direct contact with a members of 
Congress is fairly rare for pages. Mr.

In the front row 
at D.C.’s own 
Fashion Week 

No matter where the Fashion 
Week, all shows start the same 
way: late. On Monday at the third 
D.C. Fashion Week ever, a roomful 
of high schoolers with an interest 
in the biz grew antsy as they waited 
for the Corjor show to begin. The 
lights went down, the music went 


up and bam! One lithe model stum- 
bled on her platform heel. But all 
ended gracefully, with girls in gild- 
ed brocade ball gowns and foot-tall 
powdered wigs. (Marie Antoinette 
inspirations really are everywhere 
this season.) 

D.C.’s fledgling fashion affair — 
diminutive compared with the spec- 
tacles of New York and Paris — was 
incorporated in 2004 by designer 
Fan Williams. After he showed his 
first collection in 2001, Williams 
realized the industry demanded 


more than chic clothes. “It’s about 
marketing and press and public rela- 
tions know-how,” he said. “And I saw 
that other emerging designers were 
in need of those things, too.” 

His own design house, Corjor 
International, is underwriting the 
event, for now. But he’s optimistic 
about landing corporate sponsor- 
ship as exposure grows, and this 
season, nearly a dozen designers 
showed their lines. 

The week’s flagship show was 
the French Embassy-hosted fina-

le, which promised couture -quality 
designs. Among the standouts: 

The collection of coffee -colored 
linen day dresses by Russian design- 
er Zula Kramov were both feminine 
and impeccably finished. (That’s her 
sharply tailored skirt and flowing 
silk chiffon blouse at left). 

Kayda Nana Afriyie Frimpong’s 
KNAF Couture cuts traditional 
African fabric into contemporary 
Western clothes. The Ghana-born, 
former Anna Sui intern was right 
on trend, showing bubble skirts 
and skinny pants pooled at the 
ankle. 

Queens native Michele Walden 
presented her Michi line of hand- 
loomed silk knitwear dresses. The 
curve-hugging frocks featured 
hems lined with her signature 
cowrie shells, which sounded like 
sleigh bells as the models galloped 
down the runway. 

D.C.’s Oliver Davis was clearly 
having fun with his luxe, eclectic 
Matador line. One girl wore no less 
than three silver fox pelts, tails a- 
sway; another sported a massive 
ostrich -feather wig with an ele- 
gant gray wrap dress. 

No, it’s hardly true haute 
couture, a term protected by 
law in France. But what the 
D.C. shows lack in innovation 
is made up for with raw enthusi- 
asm. At Saturday’s show at Love, 
the Northeast mega- club, a 
! screaming crowd rushed the 
catwalk when a muscular, well- 
oiled male model strode onto the 
elevated runway. “It was a lot of 
fun,” said 22 -year- old Nathan 
Forster, who modeled in all of 
the shows. “Especially when the 
girls started screaming at Love 
— you don’t get that kind of 
reaction at most shows.”

Spicy sips and 
snacks make a 
party all the raj 

IN “BEND IT LIKE BECKHAM,” an 

Indian mother begs her soccer- 
mad daughter to learn to cook so 
she can catch a man. While that 
movie mom spends hours in the 
kitchen stirring curries, throwing 
a party with subcontinental flair 
doesn’t have to entail lots of prep 
— or kidnapping a Bombay chef. 

One of the easiest ways to throw 
a Bollywood- style bash is to focus 
on chaat (fried snacks) and other 
small dishes. “Snacks are an inte- 
gral part of Indian cuisine,” said 
Vikram Sunderaman, chef at Penn 
Quarter’s Rasika. Indique Heights 
chef K.N. Vinod agreed: “Indians 
are very fond of munching on some- 
thing while they are drinking.” 

In India, bitty bites — samosas 
(stuffed savory pastries), chickpeas 


and puffed breads like naan and 
kulcha — are often served from 
carts or roadside stalls. Stateside, 
party-ready snacks and drinks 
at Indian markets mean you 
can put together a spicy, exotic 
spread in less time than it takes 


to watch a Bollywood movie dance 
sequence. 

“I usually do Mumbai street 
food parties with prepared foods,” 
said Rockville doctor and Indian 
American Nina Japanwalla. She 
uses ready-to-heat stuff like samo- 


sas and papads (lentil wafers). Both 
can be served with jarred chutneys 
in varieties from cilantro to tam- 
arind. Also popular in India are 
fried, bagged snacks: channa chor 
(spicy chickpea flakes), moong dal 
(salty lentils) and mint lacha (spiced 
potato sticks). 

Indian naan and onion kulcha 
breads, sold both frozen and fresh 
at area Indian groceries, can also

morph into cocktail party fare. 
“They’re great when toasted and cut 
as pita-like chips,” said Ashburn’s 
Shirley Taur, who often throws 
parties where she pairs home- 
made “chips” with chutneys. 

In the drawing rooms of Delhi 
and the cafes of Bangalore, Indians 
often sip fruity soft drinks like 
Limca or bottled lassi, a yogurt 
libation. Widely available at Indian 
groceries, these can be iced down 
in their bottles, or used as mixers 
with gin or sparkling water. 

You could also serve guests 
Indian-inspired cocktails like 
Indique Heights’ Tamarind 
Margarita, a blend of tamarind 
pulp, tequila and sour, or a mar- 
tini spiked with curry leaves and 
cilantro. Wine, increasingly popular 
in India, also pairs nicely with spicy 
nibbles. Try Gerwuztraminer, which 
stands up to heat and spice. 

Since you’re channeling a cul- 
ture known for its rich pageant 
of sights, smells and sounds, 
your party should reflect that. 
Use child-sized bangles as nap- 
kin rings and Indian saris as table- 
cloths or wall swags. (Buy both 
at Chaubara Fashion Studio, 8711 
First Ave., Silver Spring; 240-354- 
2437.) “I use incense or candles 
with jasmine or sandalwood,” said 
Japanwalla. 

And to finalize your virtual pas- 
sage to India, pop in a Mumbai
